The attention of capi¬ 
talists is called to tills. There is plenty of vacant 
land in close proximity to the factory district that 
can he purchased ut reasonable figures, ami the 
demand for houses is such that they would be 
rented as fast as they eould lie built. The city 
now has the advantage of a $:! per month commu¬ 
tation rate, and if a sufficient number of modern 
bungalows were built, many San Francisco me¬ 
chanics and clerks eould be induced to live here. 
Ii takes only 17 minutes lo go from this city to 
file Third and Townsend street depot in San 
Francisco on Southern Pacific trains which run 
regularly in all kinds of weather. In this connec¬ 
tion. The Enterprise would suggest to local resi- : 
dent.- that they clean up about their premises, 
plant lawns and flowering plants in the sidewalk 
plots and front yards. Flowers of nearly every 
character grow luxuriantly in this climate, and 
with little effort this town of ours be made truly 
a City Beautiful. There an many nice houses here 
that could lie materially improved in appearance 
if their occupants would oniv plant a little grass 
in their front sidewalk spaces. Many strangers 
visit thin city hv. ry week, and it Is the duty of 
of every resident to aid in showing them we are 
a progressive people. 

The truths expressed in the foregoing 
statements are as - umd today as they were 
in 1N12.

*on. State adjutant cf the Ameri¬ 
can Legion in Californm. from 
Frank T Hines of the Veterans' 
Bureau in Washington. 

In his s*atem“nt sent broadcast 
over the United Sta’es to Ami ri 
can I egion officials. General Hines 
minted the war risk insurance act 
which states: That no compen¬ 

sation shall he pavable unless a 
claim therefor be filed in case of 
d'sabilitv within five years after 
discharge, or resignation from the 
service, or in case of death during 
the service, with'n five years after 
such death is officially recorded in 
the department under which lie 
may be serving; provided, how 
ever, that where eomnensation is 
nayabie for death or disability tic 
eurring after discharge or resigna 
'ion from th n service, rlaim mu it 
be made within five years after 
such death or the beginning of 
such disability. 

"The time herein provided may 
be extended by the director not to 
exceed one year for good cause 
shown. If at the time nnv right 
accrues to anv person under the 
nrovislona 01 this article, and such 
person is a minor or physically un¬ 
able to make a daim, the time 
herein provided shall run until 
such disability cease .” 

Most of the men were discharged 
from the service in 1919. and this 
will he the last year when many 
can file claims except in extreme 
cases where an appeal must he 
made.
